Paul Sweezy on U.S. Imperialism

Don’t be fooled by the Vietnam settlement. 

Don’t be fooled, and don’t be encournped, 
because all it will mean it that the imperial- 
ists will stop concentrating their military 
power in one country and will have an excuse 
to become stronger in other places--like 
Brazil, South Africa, Israel and Iran. 

Paul Sweezy, noted Marxist economist, de- 
livered that warning yesterday toaa capacity 
crowd in the Little Theatre. 

‘‘What we’re in for is not the end of 
imperialist expansion as it relates to the 
settlement in Vietnam, but a new phase in im- 
perialist expansion which is going to become 
MORE generalized and MORE complicated through- 
out this whole pyramidal, heirarchical imper- 
falist expansion -’’ ’ 

A crisis in American imperialism, accord- 
ing to Sweezy, is being caused by the dispar- 
ity between American economic domination a- 
broad and her weaker military domination. 

‘*An imperial power always has to have a 
hegemonic (dominating) military at its com- 
mand’’--a military to control colonial in- 
vestments, not to destroy them. 

The United States military~-made up of 
ROTC graduates and draftees--‘‘just doesn’t 
have the stomach for fighting’’ to protect 
U.S. investments, Sweezy said. 

Failing to retain control, as they did in 
Vietnam, the military resorts to large-scale 
bombing, thereby destroyinp the investments 
they were sent to protect. 


‘*Historically,’’Sweezy repeated, ‘ ‘you 
CANNOT have a great disparity between power 
and wealth.’’ 

He sees the possible Vietnam settlement as 
an attempt by the American ruling class to 
make wiser use of what military power it has. 

It’s just not good imperialism, in other 
words, to exhaust so much of one’s military on 
a country that has relatively little to 
exploit. 

America’s graceful decline in economic 
domination was the only other alternative 
Sweezy could see--something net very likely 
piven the influence of ‘‘Mvlti-national corp~ 
orations’’ on national policy. 

Turning to purely economic problems, 
Sweezy probed the possible methods that a 
ruling class might try to re-establish the 
U.S. dollar’s command over the world market. 
(One might recall that, not ooo long ago, the 
dollar was allowed to ‘‘float’’and later to 
sink into a smal] heap.) 

The most likely plan, Sweezy decided, 
would invoive re-aligning the ‘‘balance of 
payments’’--in other words, making up the 
enormous spending deficit that the U’S. has 
run up in the past few years. 

Quickly dismissing ‘‘increased U. 
exporting’’--we have trouble even equa! ing 
importing--and the $11.056 billion that we 
spend for. military outlay and compromising 
foreign aid agreements-~considered tco 
necessary to imperialism to tamper with--he

settled on incleased foreign investment as the 
only possible solution to deficit spending. 

With an income that is $2.9 billion 
greater that outgo in 1960, and a difference 
of $9.3 billion in 1970, increased foreign 
investment is seen to be America’s best 
formula. 

‘‘Think about it...What the U.S. can 
squeeze out of the rest of the world in the 
way of dividends, interest, royalties, fees-- 
over and above what the U.S. sends out in the 
formof capital investment, is the primary 
way that the U.S. can finance a deficit in tke 
public sector necessary to maintain its 
hegematic position...’’ 

Sweezy cheerfully points out, however, 
that the United States hardly has the military 
power to retain control over its present 
holdings, much less to further expand controls 

In response to a question, Sweezy noted 
the increasing value of natural resources as 
their volume diminishes and predicted the 
need for even tighter military controls if 
imperialists expect to retain their grip on 
the dwindling resource supply. 

When questioned by a member of the campus 
Worker-Student Alliance, a group which does 
not believe in the electoral system, Sweezy 
complied by answering that he saw no 
possibility of ending exploitation through 
this country’s electoral system. 

He said that the system was not designed 
to bring about change, but to keep power in 
the hands of the ruling class.

Neophytes to the wonderous 
land called California are 
often amazed at the diversity of 
politics that goes on in this state 
What other place on earth has 
such a diversity of issues for the 
voters to decide upon: the death 
penalty, the right of farm 
workers to organize, an attempt 
to save the coastline from total 
destruction through unplanned 
development, and an_ initiative

California Can Set 


Precedence and Lead 


the Rest of America 
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This issue is unique to 
California. Petitions to put the 
issue Of marijuana on the ballot 
did not make it in Oregon, 
Michigan, Florida, and several 
other states. Only California, 
with what is now Proposition 19 
on the November ballot, has the 
Opportunity to decide whether 
or not marijuana is “OK” for 
Personal use and _ possession, 
including “growing your own” 
for personal use. 

The voters of California will 
once again set the trend for the 
rest of the nation. 

Proposition 19, by virtue of the 
subject matter, has been referred 
to as “controversial.” But, upon 
examination it begins to lose its 
shades of controversy. moving 
into the categories of civil 
liberties, including personal 
freedom; and law and order, by 
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freeing law enforcement agencies 
from spending time on 
Marijuana violations (a victimless 


The real question involves the 
necessity for the taxpayer to 
expend tax dollars to prosecute

As one suburban resident said, 
“While the police are “busting” 
some kid for Marijuana, 
somebody's house around the 
corner is getting burglurized, or 
4 gas station is being robbed.” 

Proposition 19 would change 
this situation by seeking to 
decriminalize marijuana. 

As the initiative reads on the 
ballot, it ‘“‘removes state 
penalties personal use 
Proposes a statute which would 
Provide that no person eighteen 
years or older shall be punished 
criminally or denied any right or 


for 


Privilege because of his Planting, 
Cultivating, harvesting, drying, 
Processing, otherwise Preparing, 
transporting, Possessing or using 
marijuana.” 
It reads further, “Does 
repeal existing, or limit future. 
legislation prohibiting Persons 
under the influence of marijuana 
engaging in conduct that 
endangers others.” 

The leaders of the “Yes On 
Proposition 19” campaign have 
described it as an attempt to 
““decriminalize marijuana 
personal use.” It is not an 
attempt to “‘legalize’’ marijuana, 
they say, only a “realistic” 
approach to the fact that its use 
it here to stay. The Proposition 
19 proponents are fond of 
drawing parallels between 
prohibition of the 1920's and 
the present bans on marijuana. 
Dr. Joel Fort, M.D., has spent 
15 years dealing with the 
problems of drug abuse. After 
studying the laws in 30 nations, 
he came to the conclusion that 
the marijuana laws in this 
country are bad laws

Open Letter from @ ‘Darn mad momma’ 


Why Are You Letting 


This is an open letter from an 
angry and disappointed 
McGovern worker and a parent 
to university students to plead, 
“Why are you letting us down?”
